In 1889 forty-seven bales 
were exported to Japan, and not a bale to either China or the 
British East Indies. In 1898 Japan took 224.214 bales of 
American cotton, while China took 13,000 bales, the latter be- 
ing @ cotton raising country itself, and making considerable 
exports to Japan.

Nerving himself for the final struggle he 
succeeded in drawing his body in the car 
and reaching the guide ropé. 

He jerked the rope the wrong way. The 
elevator shot up faster. Davis struck the 
wooded bar he had tried to cscape. 

The wood broke and the boy was hurled, 
turning like a thrown stick, to the con- 
crete bottom of the shaft. 

Again luck favored him. He fell between 
two upright foundation stones. To have 
struck either would have been fatal. Davis 
was sent to the City Hospital with a frac- 
tured ijiimb.
